Interesting Excavations in Ancient Sheba 


T DEGREES the historical truth 


of the bible narrative is bein-^ 


confirmed by an army of archaeolo- 
gists who.-are working in Asia Minor 
and Egyipt. The great empires of the 
Mediterranean, are being reconstruct- 
ed by savants such as Messrs. Ho- 
garth and Evans with the most satis- 
factory results, and now B. N. Hall, 
following ira the footsteps of Theo- 
dore Bent, is bringing to light proofs 
of the empire 
of Sheba In south 


Arabia, which had colonies and out- 
posts extending into BJiodesia. The 
greatness, of the famous queen of 
Sheba, who visited Solomon, is now 
shown to be no myth, and Mr. Hall_ 
wag able to demonstrate to ilie mem- 
bers of tho Royal United Service 
institution in London recently that 
tho older portion of the Zimbabwe 
ruins in Rhodesia represent tho mon- 


of a colony of this ancient 


world power. 


It was Sheba that provided tho 


world wl'th the Phoenician alphabet, 
tho parent of all our European sys- 
tems, and provided tho chief supply 
of gold to the Mediterranean. SJiobii 
was ttie dominant power over east 
Africa and so remained until the 
Christian era was well started. 
In

LIBERIA MAY YET DEVELOP. 


We are accustomed liv this coun- 
ry to look on Liberia with more 
amusement than interest. A recent 
interview in London wiih Sir Harry 
I. Johnston, nn Englishman highly 
•espected for his philanthropic la- 
bors, who has just returned froim an 
extensive journey through tiie re- 
public, inddcn.tes that there is solid 
ground for the hope that Liberia 
mtiy yet develop into a prosperous 


and progressive country, the home of 
an enterprising people. 


The extension of peace and order 


In the interior has been steady and 
tho trade of the country is advanc- 
ing in an encouraging manner. The 
present president. Arthur Barclay, is 
a West Indian, being born in Barba> 
does, and is spoken of as a man of 
ciMrgy, ability and integrity. Al- 
though the Liberitms from this coun- 
try and from the West Indies do not 
now number more than 12,000, they 
ai-o reported to be an active and in- 
telligent clnss, 
who are gradually 


extending their influence- over the 
natives of the interior, of whom there 
are some 2,000,000. 


Sir Harry Johnston entertains the 


liveliest hopes for the commerce of 
the country, the resources of which 
he finds varied and rich. The back 
lands are filled with rubber forests, 
an excellent coffee is Indigenous and 
is nlso cultivated; long staple cotton 
does well in the clearings; the oil 
palm is abundant; 
cacao thi-ives; 


there is a great variety of timbers, 
dyewoods 'and drugs; there is a hem- 
atite iron on the seaboard and there 


ered is almost two miles in one di- 
rection and a mile and a half In an- 
other 
direction, 
and examinations 


show that probably they extended 
much further. 


The elliptical temple is a-massive 


structure of excellent masonry, fash- 
ioned of small granite blocks. The 
oldest portion has walls fifteen fcot 
wide at the base and eight feot wido 
on the summit, the walls, notwith- 
standing serious dilapidations, being

feet in height The slope of the facas 
lends to -the building a decidedly 
eastern appearance. 
Tho <mtrar*=os 


are narrow and are defended 'by but- 
tresses. TJw temple contains n large 
num/ber of jmssages, all narrow and 
tortuous. The interior is divided off 
Into inolosurcs or courts. 
At the 


east end of the interior stands a mae- 
Blvo conical tower thirty-one feot in 
height and solid throughout. This 
structure affords evidence of tho na- 
ture itnd fertility worship of tho an- 
cient builders. 


A large portion of tho interior of 


tho temple has be on cleaved of soil 
and stones fallen from wallo, and it 
is now possible for visitors to walk 
about on the old floors. On these 
lower floors aro found gold orna- 


ments of excellent design and moke, 
also gold plates, gold tacks of micro- 
scopic size, gold crucibles etlll con- 
taining gold, gold, wire and gold 
beads. In fact, gold can be picked 
up as easily as nails ia a carpenter's 
workshop. 


Other articles of prehistoric char- 


acter found my Mr. Hall -were soap- 
atone bowls carved with animals and. 
geometric patterns, and large birds 
carved in soapstone on summits of 
beams five feet long. 
Ten of these 


birds have been discovered at Zim- 
babwe. 
These figures are believed 


to prove tho worship of AWaquah. 
(Ashtaroth of the Goriptures), 
the 


Venus of the Bomans and Aphrodite 
of the Greeks, one of the principal 
deities of the nature and fertility 
worship common to all Semitic na- 
tions. 


Tho exterior face of tho temple 


which fronts the east baars a mural 
decoration of chevron pattern, one of 
tlio oldest of ancient forms of decora- 
tions expressive of .the idea of fer- 
tility. It Is found on the cartouches 
of the earliest aecertnined dynasties 
of Egypt, about 6000 B. 0., and on 
Phoenician coins, 'where it is uoed 
to represent water. Tills pattern ex- 
tends from southeast to northeast 
and faces tho rising of the sun at 


ifl winter nnd summer solstices. 
On the wall nbove the pattern was 


a lln'a of tall monoliths of granite 
and slate. Mr. Hull discovered that 
this length of wall once carried small 
towers and beautifully carved Boap- 
atone monoliths. • 


This portion of tho wall, HO dec- 


orated toward tho east, la believed 
to be connected with the geometrical 
orientation of the twuple to fix sea- 
eons and periods of the year. 


Tho system of orientation of an- 


cient temples wma cominoiply adopted 
In Asia, Arabia, Babylon, Phoenicia 
and Egypt, it is by tlio orientation 
of ihe temple that the approximate 
dates of Its construction can be as- 
certained. The Zimbabwe temple is 
believed to date back to 1200 B. C.
